WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—Flavor and 


color have an important bearing on 
the pnces which must he paid for the 
•various edible fats used in lhe home, 
since all are regarded as wholesome 
when of good quality and practically 
tho tame amount of energy is derived 
by the body from each. 
The house- 


keeper therefore must decide usually 
what she ifc willing to pay for relative- 
ly superficial properties m the foods. 
These facts aro po.nted out, in a re- 
cent professional paper of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Bul- 
letin 46!), "Fats and Their KconoTiiical 
L'se in the Home," prepared by the Of- 
fice of Home Economics of ihe De- 
partment. Jn discussing the selection 
of fats for special uses the bulletin 
sa> s: 


In general it pays always to buy fat1? 


of such good quality tnat none will 
ha\e to lw? thrown away through spoil- 
age. 
In some instances 
a, 
higher- 


priced article may be more economical 
in lhe end. as, for example, clean, san- 
itary butter, as compared to a cheaper, 


. but iess sanitary product. la some 


, Instances, where taste or flavor only 


i is involved, a less expensive table fat 


• may answer quite satisfactorily the 


, purpose of a more expensive one. 
For 


example, the chief use of table oils is 
as an ingrodieni cf salad dressing, 
and when a characieri?uc flavor is not 


; especially desired, good grades of cot- 
tonseed and peanut oHs. having 
a 


bland flavor, may be nsed, when these 
are less expensive than, the corres- 
ponding grades of olive oil. 
' 
Fats used for shortening, that is, in 


mixture with doughs, etc., influence 
. the appearance, flavor, texture, com- 
1 position, keeping quality, and cost of. 
ihe foods in which they are incorpo- 
rated. 
In selecting shortening fats 


I flavor and odor are to be considered, 
\ but attractive appearance and color 


are of less importance, since in cook- 
ing these are usually masked. Other 
qualities being e<iual. those culinary 
fau> are more economical and d-isir- 
able which possess the best keeping 
Quality; that is. the leasi tendency to 
become rancid. Also, for general use 
shortening fats ghe tbe best results 
if they are neither ;oo bard nor too 
soft to he easily mixed with the other 
ingredients of the dough at ordinary 
temperature?.

Fats wsod as a medium for cooking 


, in such operations as frying should 
be carefuUy selected, since they in- 


, fluence the flavor, appearance, 
and 


texture of the foods cooked itv them, 
as is evident when one recalls the bad 
flavor imparted to frivd foods by burn- 
ed or rancid fat. Preference should be 
given to a fat which does not scorch 
'.oo readily at the temperature most 
commonly used for frying. 
Experi- 


t ments in the laboratory of lhe Office 
of Home Economics indicate that but- 
ter and lard scorch at a lower temper- 
ature than beef or mutton fats and cot- 
, lonseed, peanut, or cocoanut oils. For 
'this reason, therefore, the fetter fat? 
are preferable for dee? frying, \vhich 
requires high lemperature. 


; 
H is a waste, the bulletin, points out, 


i to use more fat ihan a good iccipe 
calls for. H is well known that too 
much butter makes a 
cake 
soggy, 


while a ?alad dressing with too much 


. oil tastes "fat." The following are ad- 
ditional e^anip.es of ways in which 
economy may be secured. Jt is more 
economical to stir butter into cooked 
iegctaoie'i ju?v before they are served 
ia:her il.un wlUe cookmg, and the 
flavor tin;s impaned :s more pro- 
nounced. 
Funhernwre. if added be- 


fore cooking much of the butter is lost. 
unless watei :u wh.ch the vegetables 
are boiled is served with them. 
In- 


stPS'i of adding butter ;o vegetables 
many people cook fat ham, bacon, or 
sail pork with in em and relish the 
characteristic flavor thus imparted. 


Much fat may be haven by home 


rendering of the trimmings from fat 
meal. Tbe following method of rend- 
ering fats, found to be \cry satisfac- 
tory m the laboratory of the Office o£ 
Home Economics, may be applied m - 
the home. The fat is cut finely with 
an ordinary household meat chopper 
oi sausage grmde; and is then heated 
in a double Boiler until completely 
melted. The mehed fa; IP then strain- 
ed through a lather thick c'oih (me- 
dium fine huckaback for instance) to 
i'£>mo%e the finely dmded bits of tis- 
sue 
The advantage of this method is 


that since \he material to be rendered 
i? finely divided the fat separates read- 
ily from the inclosing tissues ai a 
temperatiirvi very l i t t l e above its meh- 
i:ig point, and there is no danger ol 
scorching h as in -he older open- 
kettie method.
